Aiding  that  the  building  of  oi 
ized  British  trade  unions  was  an 
tivity  distinct  from  mobilizing 
British  working  class,  the  autho 
this  significant  social  history 
stresses  union  activity  as  that  of  a 
labor  aristocracy,  noting  that  the 
rise  of  organized  labor  in  England 
often  shut  out  the  unskilled, 
women,  and  other  groups  from  its 
development.  Hinton  describes  the 
parochialism  of  working-class  life, 
which  made  unionization  difficultj^ 
and  the  gradual  rise  of  oi^anizetf , 
groups  among  miners,  gasworkers, 
dockworkers,  transport  workers, 
and  others,  which  made  impres- 
sive gains  among  the  British  by 
combining  skillful  leadership  with 
a  responsiveness  to  changing  con- 
ditions. Noting  that  London 
mainly  as  a  commercial  center 


not  as  a  manufacturing  one,  he  pof- 
trays  the  specter  of  militant  union- 
ism which  frightened  the  London 
press  and  created  sensationalized 
fears  of  insurrection  among  the 
populace. 

Turning  to  World  War  I,  the  author 
describes  the  tension  in  labor 
between  patriotism  and  the  self- 
interests  of  the  working  class,  his 
statistics  indicating  that  labor  felt 
freer  to  strike  toward  the  end  of  the 
war  than  at  its  beginning.  In  his  dis- 
cussion of  the  post —World  War  I 
period,  Hinton  criticizes  Ramsey 
MacDonald's  constant  eflforts  to 
difiuse  confixjntation  between 
classes.  It  was  during  this  period, 
Hinton  believes,  that  the  British  be- 
gan to  think  that  either  parly  could 
preside  over  a  regulated  capitalist 
system  and  that  they  were  joining 
forces  to  create  an  order  in  which 
there  were  not  significant  differ- 
ences between  Labour  and  Con- 
servatism. Organized  labor  did  reg- 
ister many  gains,  but  it  still  failed  to 
form  the  base  of  a  socialist  govern- 
ing parly,  and  Hinton  s  informed, 
detailed  account  of  the  debate  be- 
tween left-  and  right-wing  labor 
elements  clarifies  the  reasons  for 
the  failure.

Written  by  a  distin- 
guished historian  of  Latin  America, 
it  traces  the  background  of  the  de- 
velopment of  an  indigenous  Mexi- 
can industry  and  demonstrates 
how  such  industry  arose  fham  a 
policy  of  finemcial  assistance  and 
protectionist  tariffs,  despite  politi- 
cal upheavals  and  changes  in  the 
Mexican  government. 
Potash  analyzes  the  role  of  the  bank 
in  lending  money  to  the  Mexican 
textile  industry  and  other  busi- 
nesses during  its  twelve-year  re- 
gime (1830  —  1842)  and  describes 
Lucas  Alaman's  contribution  to  its 
formation.  Noting  the  objections 
that  the  bank  was  corrupt  and/or 
ineffective,  Potash  concludes  that  it 
had  a  significant  effect  on  the  de- 
velopment of  Mexico's  textUe  in- 
dustry— the  mandate  of  its  original 
creation.  A  bibliographical  post- 
script reviews  research  in  the  field 
since  the  1959  publication  of  the 
Spanish  edition.
